What Mr. Blaine Has '‘o Say of the Nicarsugan Canal 
Scheme—A Civil Service Referm Pili—Con- 
troller Knox and His Interest Pian— 
Other News From Washington. 


WasHiIncton, December .—Ex-Secretary 
Blaine gave his views to-day in relation to the 
proposition to appropriate $75,000,000 for the 
construction of an inter-oceanic canal in Nic- 
aragua, asembraced in the Kasson bill and 
report. He was asked if he thought that con- 
gress could be induced to make the grant. 

“T sincerely hope not,’’ the ex-secretary repli- 
ed, ‘‘I never heard a more extraordinary prop- 
osition than for the United States to expend 
seventy five millions of dollarsin a country 
where we have no control and when we have 
a treaty with another country binding us not 
to assume any control. We have no treaty 
with Nicaragua giving us control of the cana! 
after we shall have constructed it, while we 
have a treaty with the counrry forbidding our 
control. I mean, further, that in the unfor- 
tunate Clayton-Bulwer treaty we engage 
with Great Britain not to fortify the canal 
when builtin any manner whacever. With 
these two treaties.in force it would be reck- 
less folly for the United States to expend a 
large sum of money on the proposed canal,” 

‘‘Has not the State department, under the 
present secretary, taken the ground that the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is not in force?” 

Captain Phelps, who is pushing the Nicarau- 
gua canal project, arrived here on Saturday 
from a visit to the proposed route, and also 
to Panama. He says that the De Lesseps 

scheme isnot making progress; that they 
have done no digging, and are finding fresh 
and insurmountable difficulties. The quick- 
sands, which made‘it so difficult to buiid the 
Panama railroad, are causing the engineers a 

reat deal of trouble. Captain Phelps 
holds that the government would 
never be called upon for the guarantee 
asked by the Nicaraugua company, three per 
cent on seventy-tive millions; as be believes 
that the wheat shipments from California 
would alone pay a larger dividend than that. 
The company wishes the guarantee, he says, 
more as a pledge for use in thie market than 
forthe direct financial help. The bill will 
come up in the senate on December 12. Sen- 
ator Miiler, of California, bas itin charge in 
that chamber, und Mr. Kasson in the house. 
its friends evidently mean to push it. 

A CIVIL SERVICE REFORM, 

WasuHiIneton, December 8.—Among the 
hills which have been presented to congress 

on the subject of civil service reform is a bill 
introduced by Mr. Norcross, of Massachusetts, 
to create a house of electors, to consist of one 
irom each state, elected by the people, and 
eligible the same as members of the house of 
representatives. The term of office is six 
years. The country is to be divided Mmto pos- 
tal districts and postmasters shall be elected 
by the people of the respective districts, sub- 
ject tothe contirmation of the house of elec-4 
torsor by the postmaster general. All other 
civil offi ers, as provided for in article 2, sec- 
tion 2 of the constitution, except members of 
the cabinet, ambassadors, other foreigu > min- 
isters, and United States judges, shall be 
elected and examined or confirmed by the 
house of electors. ;

Controller Knox says that his proposition 
for paying in advance a portion of the inter- 
est on 4 and 44 per cent bonds—a plan which 
it is understood was first suggested by Senator 
Jones,. of Nevada— has bee: misapprehended, 
It has been said that it involves an incre se 
in the principal of the public debt, whereas 
Mr. Knox says that in reality it effects a de- 
crease by a reduction of the interest on the 
resent principal. Properly, however, Mr. 

.noOx says itis simply a new and advanta- 
geous mvude of using the surplus revenues of 
the government. The controiler assumes 
that if the taxes are not jightened there will 
be an annual surplus of revenue of about 
$100,000 000, which can only be applied tothe 
reduction of the debt. 3

Miss Stokes will leave for her home in Howard 
cownty to-morrow morning. it was ascer- 
tained after the jury had been discharged 
that the verdict was formed as soon as they 
reached their room.

on pensions, he desired to modify his amend- 
ment to the resolution asking for a list of 
pensioners so as not to requixe the names of 
persons Claiming pensions. At the ciose of 
the morning hour Beck called up his resolu 
tion for an inquiry as’ to political assess- 
ments on governmentemployes and criticised 
the substitute offered by Mr. Hale yesterday, 
Mr Hale suid that he had modified the sub- 
stituie so as to eall for the names of all em- 
ployes dismissed since the election, for any 
causes The democratic party had placed 
wealthy men on their committees in order to 
induce them to contribute money for politi- 
cal purposes, and had levied large assess- 
ments on the liquor dealers association, and 
the investigation if entered on atall ought to 
extend to both sides. Mr. Beck again insist- 
ed that the snbstiiute was designed to defeat 
the proposed investigaiton. ‘The diseussion 
was continued by Messrs. Bayard, Hale and 
Beck, until 2 o'clock, when the unfinished 
business, the bankruptcy bill, was taken up. 

Mr. Jones, of Florida, offered an amend- 
ment which was agreed to, giving the party 
sought to be thrown into involuntary bank- 
ruptcy the right to demand a jury trial as to 
the grounds of bankruptcy. Mr. Morgan of- 
fered an amendment making it an act of 
bankruptcy to deai in ‘“‘futures’”’ in certain ar- 
ticles: f prime necessity, such as corn, cotton, 
sugar, rice, &c.; agreed to. Mr. Hoar address- 
ed the senate at length in advocacy of the 
‘‘Lowell bill’ introduced by him, and had 
not finished his argument when the senate 
adjourned. 

IN THE HOUSE.

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BURIED ALIVE. 


The Horrible Fate of . Soon aaper of East S&S. 
souls. 


Sr. Louris, Decemnber 8.—A man rode into 
East St. Louis this morning at about four 
o'clock on a_ horse, covered with 
foam. He said that while he 
was passing a swamp about three miles east of 
the city be heard piercing screams and calls 
for help. He dismounted, and was on the 
point of going to assist the person who was 
shouting. but a tew steps from the road he 
began to sink in the mire. This explained 
the situation. He went to another point, and 
saw the upper part of aman’s body; the lower 
part was sunk in a pond near by.

VENUS AND ZERO. 


THECOLDSNAPAFTER HEAVENLY 
COLLISION. 


Results of Observations on the Late Transit—Th@ 
Cold Gale Which Came Followi:g After—The 
Mercury Run Down Below Zero, avd the 
World Enveloped in a Blizzard.

Wasuincton, December 9.—Professor David- 
son telegraphs from the station at Cereo Yo- 
blero, via Los Cruces, N. M.: The day opened 
beautifully clear. The sun was not one diame-

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ter above the Organ mountains when the first , 
| 


internal cuntact was observed, much later 
than the predicted time. 
this low latitude was very unsteady. The at- 
mosphere of Venus was seen outside the sun’s 
limb. The* second contact (internal) was 
satisfactorily observed, the atmosphere 
growipg steady. The altitude of the 
sun was four and a half degrees, 
The micrometer measurements were 


then made between the limbs 
of the sun and Venus. These were sati<fac- 
tory. During the measures, the first group of 
photograph plates were exposed and pave 


Sharp outlines, exhibiting the planet very - 


well defined. After the planet had advaneed 
one diameter on the body of the sun the phot- 
ographic plates were exposed in groups of six 
every elyht minutes. These photographs are 
retmarkab’y fine and nota siugle birch vccur- 
red throughout the whole series. While this 
work was being done, micrometer measures 
of the polar and equatorial diameter of Venus 
were made, In the equatorial and transit in 


| struments.the meridian transitof the first limb 


of Venus and the last limb of 
the sun were observed. The _ photo- 
graphic groups were finished in about twenty 
minutes betore the thirde ntact. They give 
216 splendid pictures. When the microme- 
ter measures were made between the limb of 
the planet and of the sun, the third contact 
(internal) was observed with great precision, 
the limbs of Venus and the sup being re- 
muarkably sharp and well defined. After 
this contact, part of the planet's dise beyond 
the sun’s border was partly surrounded by a 
white circleof light. The last contact was 
also observed with great precision. The 
whole work has been eminentiy satisfactory, 
and notasingle item in the programme of 
the day has been missed. A dispatch from 
Lick obsevatory says the transit wa3 observed 
under the most favorable circumstances 
throughout, 147 photographs being obtained.

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THE SUCCEEDING COLD. 

New York, December 8 —lrhe weather was 
extremely cold last nignt and to-day, extend- 
ing over the whole northwest, the thermom- 
eter ranging lust night at zero to 15° below the 
latier at Sioux Falls, Dakota, and this morn- 
ing 12° above to 15° below, the latter at Peo- 
ria. Hereit was 8° below early. Weather 
generally clear and bright, the snow fall be- 
ing only two to fourinches. It was a terri- 
ble night on the lake, and several crafis were 
unable to make the harbor and were frozen 
up, the harbor being iced over this morning. 
A heavy snow fell last night, accompanied 
by a furious gale and low’ temperature 
in Cleveland. The railway travel 
is delayed; suow and mercury siiil falling. 
There wasa severe snow storm throughout 
Ontario with a gale and extremely cold 
weather. The roads are considerable biocked. 
At Belton, Michael Biard and James King 
perished in the storm, last night. A severe 
storm of wind and sleet bruke upon Louis- 
ville at 9:48, the wind blowing at a velocity 
of forty-eight miles an hour. The storm 
lasted until 11:30, when the wind sank t» 
the velocity of seventeen miles. The signal 
service officers say this is the same storm that 
struck Omalha, last evening, accompanied by 
a heavy snow fall. A heevy snow storin 
prevailed at Kansas City nearly all day and 
the weather to-night isintensely cold. The 
snow is drifting badly, and trains are arriving 
this afternoon and to-night nearly all late. 
It is feared some of the roads will be block- 
aded, The storm extends throughout north- 
ern Kansas and southern Nebraska. A regu- 
lar blizzard rnsned down from the northwest 
and struck St. Louis last evening, driving the 
mercury down from about forty degrees to 
nearly zero. A slight snow fell early in the 
eveting, but that soon stopped, since when 
there bas been a high, blusiering, very co!d 
wind.

English fic- 
tion suffers. Ifthe true scope of the novel 
is. as some maintain, the analysis and ar- 
rangement of real but not actual characters, 
incidents and events, then Trollope stands 
at the head of English novelists of the day. 
He had nothing in common with the meta- 
physics of George Eliot, the introspective 
analysis of James, the dash of Dickens and 
Reade, or the satire of Thackeray. He did 
for England of to-day what Scott did for the 
Scotland of the last century; only Trollope’s 
delineation is photographic, while Scott's 
was freehand. He knew what he was writ- 
ing of.
